What is GovBenefits? 

GovBenefits is a screening tool to help you find government benefits that you i 
to receive. 

GovBenefits does NOT offer application services for benefits and cannot guar; 
for specific programs. In addition, GovBenefits is not designed to be a compre 
of all assistance programs for which someone is eligible. Its purpose is to give 
benefits you MAY be eligible to receive and then to provide information about 
those programs. 



What benefits will GovBenefits screen for? 

Currently GovBenefits offers information on a limited set of benefit programs a 
a variety of Federal agencies. This list of included programs will be expanding 
effort to provide you with the complete picture of what government benefits yot 
eligible to receive. 



How much time will it take to answer all the questions? 

Depending on your personal situation, please allow 5 to 15 minutes to answer 
questions. The more benefits you may be eligible to receive, the more questioi 
to be asked. 



What types of questions will GovBenefits ask? 

GovBenefits will ask several broad questions about your personal situation. J\ 
will become more specific as the system narrows the list of possible benefit pre 
may be eligible to receive. GovBenefits is completely confidential and will NOl 
information that could be used to identify you (i.e., name, address, phone num 
Security number, etc.) 



Do I have to answer all th qu stions? 
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GovBenefits recommends that you answer all of the questions presented. Ans' 
questions increases the accuracy of the assessment of your eligibility for gove 
assistance. 



What if I am looking for a sp cific b nefit program? 

If you would like to learn more about a specific benefit program, the easiest w£ 
information is to use the search tool on the left frame. Simply enter the benefit 
or keywords, and the system will return a list of all the GovBenefits programs t 
your search criteria. The search tool does not address whether you might be e 
receive benefit programs - to find a list of programs that you may be eligible to

How does the search work? 

The search function finds benefit programs based on the words or phrases yoi 
search text box. There are three methods for searching the GovBenefits web s 

□ To find a program using a phrase, enter the phrase in quotes:

o To find a program containing two or more specified words, enter each o 
preceded by a plus: 



This will return all programs containing both the words "home" and "insi 
the title or th description.
